and preparations were rushed for a 
hearing this afternoon.

(U.R)— Ruth Brown Snyder and Henry 
Judd Gray were b ehind th® walls of 
Sing Sing prison today. 
They arrived from Long 
Islhnd 
city, where they were convicted 
of 
the murder of Alb ert Snyder, at 11:- 
45 a. m., a fte r on uneventful trip 
through New York and up the H ud­ 
son river to the penitentiary, where 
they await electrocution. 
The unha ppy lovers, Mrs. Snyder 
b ravely assuming an air of noncha­ 
lance and definance and Gray sub ­ 
dued and unhappy, did 
not meet. 
They were placed in seperate au to­ 
mob iles, heavily guarded 
b y motor­ 
cycle police, 
and 
headed 
for the 
Queensb oro b ridge 
over 
the^ E ast 
river. 
They passed through the center of 
New York and along upper B road­ 
way through Yonkers to Ossining. 
A crowd of several thousand wat- 
olied as the pair were led out of the 
jail to the waiting automob iles aod 
almost whisked away. 
All arrange­ 
ments had b een made to avoid delay 
and prevent the departure from b e­ 
coming a pub lic spectacle.

Naval aviators flying low over the

The Re d Me na c e 
As had been 
generally 
predicted 
by most impartial observ ers 
the 
disarmament conference at Genev a 
has again ended in failure. 
There 
are some v ague statem ents 
about 
v v liat will be accomplished next year, 
but these of course must be 
tak en 
with considerably more than a grain 
of salt. Various reasons hav e been 
assigned for the failure of this con­ 
ference. Among them are the 
dis­ 
trust, fear and jealousy of v arious 
European nations, and the fac t that 
the conference, in trying to 
cov er 
ev ery phase of disarmament, failed 
to cov er any of them. 
One of the chief reasons lies in 
Sov iet Russia, with its av owed pur­ 
pose of ov erthrowing the 
capitalist 
nations of the world. According to 
one American observ er in 
Europe, 
Russia can now put into the field, if 
necessary, at least 2,400,000 effec­ 
tiv ely trained and armed men, 
a l­ 
most ov ernight. Russia’s 
ammuni­ 
tion factories can turn out in excess 
of a million rifles, 5,000 
machine 
guns and 500 
million 
cartridges 
\\ rly, and she has twenty factories 
abie to m anufacture 
airplanes 
or 
a ’rplane parts. 
The Russian standing arm y num ­ 
bers a million men and the frontier 
guards 200,000 more, while 9 00,000 
new recruits are turned 
into 
the 
regular arm y annually. The organ­ 
ization of this great military 
m a­ 
chine started in 19 24 when it 
was 
announced that “ The Red arm y 
is 
tlie power of 
armed 
work ingmen 
against capitalism .” The 
military 
army is now as good as any in E u r­ 
ope. Ev en the women can be mobi­ 
lized and all of the colleges and un­ 
iv ersities giv e 
military 
training. 
Poison gas and artillery are 
now 
being giv en special attention by the 
Red military experts. 
With all these facts in mind it is 
not difficult to see why the disarm ­ 
ament conference failed. The sm al­ 
ler nations close to Russia naturally 
feel that they would be 
commiting 
political suicide to disarm in 
the 
face of the present Red military sit­ 
uation.

REMINISCENCES 
BY J OHN F. J OYCE 


(Editor’s Note: Tlie following is 
the third and last installment of the 
life of Knowles Sliav v , Rush county 
preacher and writer.) 


To Shaw and bis wife we ref born 
sev en children— three girls and four 
hoys—fiv e* flying 
before 
reaching 
the age of fourteen 
years. 
“ Fiv e 
funeral 
marches 
to the 
grav e.” 
These sad bereav ements in so short 
a time, saddened 
the 
singer, 
hut 
sweetened his song and those fami­ 
liar with his coni]H)sitions, 
in his 
fiv e different singing book s, and the 
last song he sung at the conclusion 
of his rev iv al at Dallas, the night 
before his death*— 


“ When my final farewell to 
the 
world I hav e sa id ,” will find one of 
the most 
characteristic, 
touching 
and beautiful traits of his eminent 
success. “ The Christian P reacher" 
published at Dallas, 
Texas, 
thus 
describes him : 


“ Knowles Shaw, as 
a rev iv alist 
and musician, has a national name. 
He is tall and 
well 
proportioned, 
has' a searching 
eye, 
a cheerful 
countenance and luxuriant 
whisk ­ 
ers, and is past the meridian of life. 
He has 
preached 
about 
nineteen 
years, in almost ev ery state in tlie 
Union, and has baptized ov er elev en 
thousand. He is the author 
of 
a 
number of music book s, sings 
in 
sev eral 
languages 
and 
plays 
on 
many 
k inds 
of 
instruments. 
He 
reasons lik e Paul, is as hold as Pe­ 
ter and tender as John. He is natural 
lik e Shak espeare, witty like* Swift 
and pathetic lik e Burns. He is 
as 
independent as Beecher, as idiosyn­ 
cratic as Talmage and indefatigable 
as Moody. He sings with the energy 
of Sunk y and plays with the action 
of Blince Tom. With all these qual­ 
ities it is easy to see his.-k ey

success, for no such

was ev er before attributed

Ho liv ed a hectic life— esldom 
at 
home— preaching day 
and 
night. 
His last v isit home— a strange ex­ 
pression— was April 13th, 1878, 
at 
Columbus, 
Miss., where 
remained 
until the 29 th, hav ing held a pr o ­ 
tracted meeting at his home church, 
when he left for Dallas, Tex., to hold 
a rev iv al, from May 4th, until 
the 
day before his death, 
June 
7th, 
1878, at the Commerce Street Chris­ 
tian church. 
During the interv al between m orn­ 
ing and ev ening serv ice, he walk ed 
through tlie city with 
%n k ind word 
for 
ev erybody, v isited the 
shops, 
factory and business rooms, inv it­ 
ing all to church, with 
ttyp result 
that crowded houses 
greeted 
him 
ev ery night and many could not get 


House grov e in charge of Brother J. 


M. Connor. Bro. L. II. Jameson 
of 


Indianapolis deliv ered the memorial 


address. In this discourse the high­ 


est compliment lie paid to the dead 


was “ In all his intercourse with men 


and women since 
he 
entered

ministry, not one charge was ev er

It is hard to reconcile the 
s ta te ­ 
ments ot Baxter. 
He names 
with 
date of birth the fiv e children, and 
Shaw refers 27 times in one sermon 
to hav ing made “ fiv e funeral m arch­ 
es to the grav e ” and yet 
we read 
“ His wife, son and daughter did not 
arriv e 
for 
a few 
hours, 
hav ing 
missed connections at Cincinnati.” 
If then, these fiv e “ funeral m arch­ 
e s ” included his father and 
some 
other relativ e, it is incorrect to say 
“ Nay M aster we are sev en" 
for 
there is giv en the record of only fiv e 
children. 
The “ Life of Knowles S haw ” was 
written by a man, who k new little T' 
Shaw s domestic life and dwells al­ 
most exclusiv ely on his work as 
singing and 
preaching 
ev angelist. 
The priv ate life of this remark able 
man I hav e failed to find recorded, 
as those, who k new his home life, 
are now few and his 
nom adc 
life 
mak es it difficult to follow his trail 
except in deeds done, and an honest 
God-fearing life liv ed. The k indness 
of Mrs. Ed Billings in loaning me, 
the (seeming) only copy of Shaw’s 
life in the county made these sk et­ 
ches possible and 1 ask pardon and 
i correction if they contain inaccura­ 
cies.

They boarded the train and B ax­ 
ter noting

seating themselv es, a general 
con­ 
v ersation followed,

Rev . Malloy ask ed Shaw to tell him 
the secret of his success.

WASHINGTON 
LETTER

YYfASHINGTON — Silk stockings 
and cigars are two principal 
factors in one, problem of interna­ 
tional relations which the Amer­ 
ican people seem to know little 
about. 
The two nations who are par­ 
ties to this momentous bit of 
dickering are Cuba and the United 
States. 
There is no danger of a war, of 
course, but just the same there is 
an “ issue,” and diplomats lov e 
“ issues.” 
The 
question 
was 
formerly , 
“ Shall the Cuban flapper hav e in­ 
ex pensiv e silk stockings, or shall 
she not? ” It was settled amicably 
and the brown legs of the señor­ 
itas may now be made as sheer 
and sh ay as those of her Amer­ 
ican cousin at just about the same 
price. 
That was that, but ev ents came 
to pass, and one thing led to an­ 
other till the “ issue” is now stated 
in these terms: 
“ If the Cuban flapper has cheap 
silk stockings why shouldn’t y our 
old man and my old man hav e 
cheap cigars? ” 
Your correspondent owes his in­ 
formation on this burning ques­ 
tion to delegates to the Third Pan- 
American commercial conference 
in Washington. The « United States 
and Cuba some time ago nego­ 
tiated a parcel post conv ention to 
ex tend some of the benefits of the 
great parcel post sy stem to the 
smaller republic. Today we send 
almost ev ery thing to Cuba by par­ 
cel post ex cept automobiles and 
apartment houses, which are too 
large. 
The small Cuban merchant is 


able to buy a gross or two of silk 
stockings, the principal item of 
Cuban-bound parcel post trafiic, 
and sell them at moderate prices. 
If ha were to depend on freight 
consignment, prices would l\av e to 
go up. Cuba is a foreign country 
and the smallest possible freight 
shipment costs $15 by the time all 
the charges are added. 
Works but One Way 


So far so good, but tobacco 
isn’t 
included, among 
mailable 
commodities. 
The Cuban 
mer­ 
chant can eliminate the middle­ 
man in ordering silk stockings, 
but the American small merchant 
or big consumer can't do as much 
in ordering Cuban cigars, and the 
Cuban idea is that the whole plan 
should work both way s. 
The Department of Commerce 
seems to side with the Cubans. 
It is also to be gathered that 
the commerce department sy mpa­ 
thizes with the Argentine meat 
barons, whose beef is barred from 
this country through fear of the 
hoof and mouth disease. Most of 
the Argentine delegates were in­ 
censed about the beef ban. The 
commerce department is opposed 
to the hoof and mouth disease, but 
it rather regards as brusque and 
undiplomatic the action of the De­ 
partment of Agriculture in sud­ 
denly barring the Argentine beef 
without any preliminary salv e or 
warning. 
The annual Argentine 
beef 
shipments to 
the 
United 
States 
were 
only 
3,0uu.0u0 
pounds, 
so 
the 
ban 
wasn’t 
a 
catastrophe, but that is only a 
v ery small fraction of what Argen­ 
tina sells to Great Britain and the 
Argentine is worry ing lest Britain 
take a tip from the United States.
